Wade Johnson and James 
Swain, Under Sentence

Copies of briefs of attorneys for? 
James A. Swain, of Bibb county, and | 
Wade Johnson, of Jones county, sen- 
tenced to execution on murder | 
charges, but who were granted ap-| 
peals to the United States circuit | 
court of appeals, were received Mon- | 
day at the office of Attorney General 
George M. Napier, it was announced 
by Assistant Attorney General T. R. 
Gress. The granting of these appeals 
stuyed automatically the execution of 
the two prisoners. The crimes were 
committed in 1924. 

Swain was given the death penalty 


‘in February of 1925 by Judge H. A. 


Mathews of the superior court of 
Bibb county after he had been ton- 
victed of killing J. Walter Johnson 
in Macen December 16, 1924. | 
Johnson operated a garage in Ma- 
con and employed Swain as a me-| 
chanic. Swain accused Johnson of 
alienating the affections of his wife 


and on the day of December 16 met 
Johnson in front of the courthouse 
in Macon and immediately drew a 
pistol, instantly killing his employer | 
without warning. He then jumped ‘into

‘an automobile and drove to his home| 


where he encountered his mother-in- 
law. He opened fire on his mother-in- 
law but officers came in quick enough | 
to prevent a second murder. 

Attorney W. OU. Cooper, of Macon, 
who represented Swain, appeared be- | 
fore Federal Judge Tilson after the | 
death sentence had been given and | 
made motion for a federal review of | 
the case on the grounds that the con- 
stitutional rights of Swain had been | 
violated in the course of the trial. He 
claimed that the jury went outside 
of the courthouse without the com- 
pany of the presiding judge or the 
defendant to obtain evidence on the 
scene of the shooting. This he claim-

Levins directly connected 
both crimes, declaring that in killing 
the Merrells, he thought he was wip- 
ing out the family of Edward Rowell, 
a brother of Bee Rowell.

Eiffel, a Frenchman. Lindbergh's 
citation reads: 

“For his magnifigent non-stop flight 
from New York to Paris.”

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FEDERAL AID FUND 
CESSATION FEARED 


State Responsible for 
$55,000 Lost in Athens 
Bank Failure; Slate To 
Seek Continuation. 


Efforts to obtain the consent of fed- 
eral authorities to continue the allot- 
ment of federal aid funds to Georgia 
educational institutions under pro- 
visions of the Smith-Lever law and 
the Morrill law will be made in Wash- 
ington this week by Sam J. Slate, 
state auditor, who left Atlanta Mon- 
day afternoon to hold a conference 
with the federal officers. Danger of 
a cessation of the federal payments 
arises in-the fact that the state, un- 
der the law, is responsible to the fed- 
eral government for $55,000 which 
was lost when the Georgia National 
bank, of Athens, failed about two 
years ago. 

Under the act passed by the legisla- 
ture in 1914 the state agreed to make 
good to the federal government all 
funds lost or misappropriated from 
these extension funds and the $55,000 
has been a charge against the state 
for two years, although the federal 
government, up until now, has not 
failed to continue its extension ap- 
propriations, according to Mr. Slate. 

The state received $185,000 a year 
from the federal government under 
the Smith-Lever and Morrill funds 
and as payments are to be made in 
June and July, Mr. Slate wilt seek to 
have the government continue its a 
propriations until the legislature is in 
session and can take some action to 
reimburse the government for the 
$55,000 lost in the Athens bank fail- 
ure. 

The Morrill fund is $50,000 a year. 
two-thirds of which goes to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia system and one- 
tMird to the State Industrial School 
for Negroes at Savannah. This fund 
is matched by state funds. At A re 
ent the state government ap tes 
$128,000 and various counties appro-

Francis G. Blair, president of the 
National Educational association, in 
his baccalaureate address, “The Face 
At Our Window,” which he delivered 
Monday before the Georgia Tech 
craduating class of 276 students on 
the campus. 

Through the medium of WGST, the 
schools’ .powerful. broadcasting sta- 
tion, the metsage of Dr. Blair was 
earried to families and friends of the 
graduates in all parts of the country.

Governmental cost in Atlanta was 
reduced nearly $90,000 in 1926 as 
against 1926,-despite an increase in 


$200,000 in the city’s debt, according 
to figures released Monday by L. A. 
James, assistant city comptroller. 

The report which has been filed 
with the United States department of 
commerce follows: 

The payments for maintenance and 
operation of the general departments 
of Atlanta, Ga., for the fiscal year 
ending Deceigber 31, 1926, amounted 
to $6,443,746. In 1926 the compara- 
tive amount for maintenance and ope- 
ration of general departments was $6,- 
925,055, and for 1917, $2,858,139. 
Payments for the operation of public 
service enterprises (waterworks, 
scales, cemetery and auditorium) 
amounted to $549,560; interest on 
debt, 663,327, and outlays for per- 
manent improvements, i:tcluding those 
for public service enterprises, $2,823,- 
954. ‘The total payments, therefore, 
for expenses of general departments 
andgpublie service enterprises, inter- 
est Hnd outlays were $10,480,387. 

The total revenue receipts of Atlan- 
ta for 1926 were $10,487,634. ‘This 
was $2,831,201 more than the total 
payments of the year, exclusive of the 
payments for permanent improvements 
and $2,247 more than the total pay- 
ments including those for permanent 
improvements. 

For 1926 the assessed valuation of 
property in Atlanta subject to ad va- 
lorem taxese for city corporation was 
$369,365,690. The levy for all pur- 
poses for 1926 was $10,201,042, of 
which $5,540,485, or .54.3 per cent 
was levied for the city corporation: 
$1,456,372, or 14.3 per cent for the 
state, and $3,204,185, or 31.4 per cent 
for the county.

It can hardly be emphasized 
strongly that the most important con- 
sideration for an investor in Spprais- 
ing a corporate security ‘is earning 
power.
